The complex houses J. Paul 
Getty's collection of thirteenth to nineteenth century 
Western art, as well as art research and education pro- 
grams. Part of the center's attraction is the beautiful 
architecture—marble pavilions combined with geometric 
gardens make this a lovely place to spend an afternoon. 


Santa Monica & Venice Beach 


Free, fun, and diverse. Stroll along the 26- 
mile beach path and enjoy these popu- 
lar seaside destinations. The Santa 
Monica pier was built in 
1909 and features shops, 
restaurants, and even an 
amusement park—complete 
with an old-fashioned 
carousel. Further down the 
path you'll find Venice Beach, a combi- 

nation of the psychedelic sixties and Muscle Beach. 


Griffith Park 
off I-5 and 134 (Ventura freeway) 


The largest municipal park in the United States, Griffith 
Park covers over 4,000 acres. There are plenty of activities 
here, but you can't do everything in one day. You'll find 
the L.A. Zoo, an ampitheater, observatory, planetarium, 
golf course, tennis courts, equestrian center, and a 
merry-go-round in this jewel of a playground.
